DAMASCUS, Syria — Journal- 
ist Terry Anderson, the last Ameri- 
can hostage in Lebanon, was set 
free Wednesday by pro-Iranian Is- 
lamic radicals, and he said faith and 
stubbornness helped him survive 
the nearly seven-year ordeal. 

His release ended a brutal saga in 
which Shiite Muslims kept 13 Amer- 
icans in chains, killed three and be- 
deviled two U.S. presidencies. 

A joyous. Anderson grinned 
broadly, raised his arms and warmly 
greeted friends as he entered a con- 
ference room at the Syrian Foreign 
Ministry. He later left to meet his 
6-year-old daughter, Sulome, for 
the first time. 

Anderson said sheer determina- 
tion got him through his captivity. 

“You just do what you have to do. 
You wake up every day, summon up 
the energy from somewhere ... and 
you get through the day, day after

day after day,” said Anderson, the 
AP’s chief Middle East correspon- 
dent. 

“T was lucky enough to have other 
people with me most of the time. ... 
My faith. Stubbornness, I guess,” he 
said. 

His appearance was delayed for 
hours. U.N. officials, who have skill- 
fully negotiated for the release of nine 
hostages since August, said they be- 
lieved he had been delayed by a snow- 
storm in Lebanon. 

Anderson’s kidnappers turned him 
over to Syrian security officials who 
delivered him to U.S. Ambassador 
Christopher Ross in Damascus. 

Anderson, wearing a white shirt 
and a dark cardigan he received only 
Tuesday from his captors, joked 
about tight-fitting shoes. He said 
they were his first new pair since he 
was kidnapped. 

“You can’t imagine how glad Iam to 
see you,” an emotional Anderson told

reporters. “I’ve thought about this 
moment for a long time and now it’s 
here, and I’m scared to death. I don’t 
know what to say.” He hugged and

kissed Alex Efty, an AP correspon- 
dent. 

Ending the news conference, he ex- 
plained, “I have a date with a couple 
of beautiful ladies and I’m already 
very late.” He was referring to Su- 
lome and her mother, Madeleine. 

Asked what his last words to his 
kidnappers were, he rolled his eyes 
and said simply: “Goodbye.” 

Anderson was to leave later in the 
evening for Wiesbaden, Germany, 
where recently released hostages 
Joseph Cicippio and Alann Steen are 
resting and undergoing medical ex- 
aminations. Anderson was being ac- 
companied by Larry E. Heinzerling, 
AP’s deputy director of the World 
Services division. 

A U.S. military doctor in Wies- 
baden said Steen suffered brain dam- 
age and was subject to periodic 
seizures because he was kicked in the 
head during his captivity. 

The release of the three Americans 


ended the agonizing hostage drama 
for the United States. Two Ger- 
mans still are held in Lebanon, how- 
ever, and U.N. Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said his 
work would not be over until they 
are released. 

Perez de Cuellar has led delicate 
negotiations involving a complex 
swap of Western hostages, hun- 
dreds of Arabs held by Israel and 
information about missing Israeli 
servicemen. 

“T am very pleased,” he said. 
“The American chapter has been 
closed, but I have other chapters 
still to close.” 

Anderson was the best known of 
the captives and came to personify 
the agonizing hostage ordeal. 

President Bush called Terry An- 
derson in Damascus “to express the 
love and admiration that all Ameri- 
cans have for Terry,” said White 
House spokesman Marlin Fitzwa- 
ter. 


Ex-hostages say they forgive Arab captors

The release of the last of America’s 
Middle East hostages ends an era of 
anguish and anxiety, of beatings and 
blindfolds, of fear and frustration, of 
loneliness and loss, of holidays uncele- 
brated and deaths unmourned. 

Despite the pain and deprivation 
they shared over nearly a decade that 
stretched from the mid-1980s to the 
early 1990s, ex-hostages say they 
have forgiven their captors. There is 
no joy in retribution, they say. Hate 
only kills people. 

Despite the physical and mental 
pounding they absorbed, they came

away the stronger for it, resilient sur- 
vivors to the end. 

The freeing of Terry Anderson on 
Wednesday was the final chapter in 
their sad saga. 

“Now each one begins his own new 
chapter of the life outside,” said the 
Rey. Lawrence Jenco, one of the first 
hostages released, in 1986. “It’s very 
interesting to watch how each person 
has moved back into the reality of the 
world.” 

For Jenco and the Rev. Benjamin 
Weir, the transition was quick be- 
cause they had ministries to move 
back into very rapidly. 

Jenco, 57, a Roman Catholic priest, 


is campus minister at the University 
of Southern California in Los Ange- 
les. 

Weir is a professor at the San Fran- 
cisco Theological Seminary in San 
Anselmo, Calif. At 67, he is the oldest 
of the ex-hostages and was one of the 
first Americans kidnapped, in 1984, 
and released, in 1985. 

It has not been as easy for others. 

Robert Polhill, 57, who lives in Ar- 
lington, Va. with his Palestinian wife, 
Ferial, lost his larynx to throat cancer 
but learned anew how to talk through 
his esophagus. But he does not lay 
blame on his captors nor does he look 
back at what might have been.

A mid-morning fire did $100,000 
damage to two third-floor apartments 
in the Belmont Apartment complex 
on Wednesday. Both apartments 
were unoccupied at the time. 

The fire, which started in the fur- 
nace compartment of one of the apart- 
ments at approximately 10:30 a.m., 
spread upward through the ceiling 
and the duct system of the apartment 
and into the apartment adjacent to it. 

The Belmont Apartment complex, 
occupied mostly by BYU students, is 
located at 195 E. 600 North. 

Kathy Stott, 20, a sociology major 
from Mesa, Ariz., lives downstairs 
from the damaged apartments. She 
said she smelled smoke and walked 
outside to see what was going on. She 
and another resident, Kim Magee, 
called 911 and then tried to evacuate 
the complex. 

The fire department responded to 
the call at 10:41 a.m. and put out the 
fire. 

Because the fire spread through’ 
the ceiling and was contained to the 
hall, bathroom and kitchen areas, 
most of the occupants’ personal pos- 
sessions were undamaged. 

“We were expecting the worst,” 
said Krista Johnson, 21, from Reno, 
Nevada. d

A friend found her and her twin 
sister Laurain class. They came home 
to find their apartment unlivable, but 
their belongings were only smoke- 
damaged. 

Although the tenants were able to 
salvage most or all of their personal 
possessions, apartments 35 and 36 
will need extensive renovation work, 
including new walls and roofs, said 
Tricia Porter of the Provo Fire De- 
partment. 

The carpets and floors in both 
apartments sustained considerable 
smoke and water damage. 

Fire and police officials are still de- 
termining the cause of the fire. Provo 
fire inspector Dennis Moss said the 
fire may have started because the 
vent flue of the apartment’s furnace 
rubs against a rubber hose. 

“It should have 6 inches of clear-

ance,” he said. 

Moss said the vent flues were very 
close to wood surrounding the fur- 
nace, which might also have started 
the fire. 

The walls between apartments at 
the Belmont are made of cinder blocks 
and do not reach all the way to the 
ceiling, a design flaw that may have 
helped the fire spread from one apart- 
ment to the other, Moss said. 

Porter said the hole in the wall may 
be a flaw throughout the entire build- 
ing. 

Moss said, “I guess no one was do- 
ing inspections at the time the apart- 
ments were built.” 

Debbie Baggett came home to find 
the complex she manages overrun 
with firefighters and spectators. 

She said at first she thought the fire 
was across the street but quickly real- 
ized it was in her complex. 

“It’s not a very fun thing to come 
home to,” she said. “It was a blessing 
no one was hurt.” 

Baggett said it was lucky no one 
was home at the time. “They might 
have been trapped in there, given the 
nature of the fire,” she said. 

Baggett said the women will move 
in with friends or relatives temporar- 
ily. 

She also said BYU had contacted 
her and told her there were openings 
in on-campus housing.

“They had nothing to do with my 
cancer,” he said. “I have nothing to 
forgive them for. It’s something that 
if it had been treated earlier wouldn’t 
have been quite as bad, but there’s no 
reason to believe I would have gotten 
to a doctor on my own anyway.” 

The cancer was discovered during a 
physical examination shortly after his 
release on April 22, 1990. 

“At the moment, I’m not really sup- 
porting myself,” said Polhill. “I’m 
working on what I’ve got in the bank. 
I don’t have any job. That will come in 
time as I get more adjusted to my 
voice.” 

He hopes to teach college econom- 


ics. When he was abducted on Jan. 24, 
1987, Polhill was assistant professor 
of business at Beirut University Col- 
lege. His darkest hour came only days 
later when his eaptors threatened to 
kill him. 

“T actually believed them,” he said. 
“We got a reprieve. They announced 
they were not going to execute us, for 
humanitarian reasons.” 

He does not think about his three- 
year ordeal. “People find that very 
hard to believe,” he said. “I don’t go 
looking back into the past, ‘Boy, if 
those guys hadn’t done this, I would 
have been so much better off.’ I don’t 
know where I would have been.”

Tongan queen discusses 
women’s roles, family

The Queen of Tonga spoke about 
the role of women in Tonga in a forum 
hosted Wednesday by the David M. 
Kennedy Center. She focused on the 
influential, favored position given to 
women due to the family organiza- 
tion. 

Queen Halaevalu Mata’aho said the 
four positions that women play — 
daughter, sister, wife and mother — 
prepare women to have the most in- 
fluential role in the home because of 
Tonga’s basic family rules. 

She said these rules designate the 
father as the principal provider and 
head of the family. The mother is the 
anchor and the principal homemaker. 
As a wife is subordinate to her hus- 
band, older children are responsible 
for and superior to the younger chil- 
dren and the sister is superior to the 
brother. 

‘Eseta Fusitu’a, deputy secretary 
of Tonga, said if a man is a high gov- 
ernment official and his older sister 
comes to him for financial help or for 
family help, he obeys her and helps 
her. 

Because of the place of Tongan 
women, it is natural for many to be 
successful in any position or career. 
“A woman is (in high roles in the gov- 
ernment and business) because she 
can do the job. Women have distinct 
and very complimentary roles to the 
men,” Fusitu’a said. 

“The women in Tonga have a very 
important and_ influential role,” 


Queen Mata’aho said. 

She said Tongan women generally 
can’t relate to, much of the interna- 
tional feminist movement. 

“The Tongan women probably do 
not want equality — in case the men 
become liberated.” 

Fusitu’a said the Tongan people 
have a peaceful past because they 
value families. Tonga doesn’t have an 
excess of social programs; for exam- 
ple, aged parents are taken care of in 
the home, the secretary said. 

Tonga also boasts one of the highest 
graduation rates in the world. “So 
many of our people are educated, 
there aren’t jobs for all of them if they 
come back to the islands — so many 
are encouraged to work abroad if they 
wish,” Fusitu’a said. 

During her stay in Utah, Queen 
Mata’aho is being hosted by Elder 
John H. Groberg of the Quorum of the 
Seventy. 

Elder Groberg met the queen and 
her family while serving a mission in 
the Tongan Islands. 

Queen Mata’aho thanked President 
Rex E. Lee and the staff of BYU for 
their kind invitation to speak at BYU. 

Queen Mata’aho thanked BYU for 
“long established and very substan- 
tial contributions toward the educa- 
tion of the people of Tonga ... in suc- 
cessfully developing their intellects, 
sporting skills and founding the whole 
human development upon the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ.” 

Queen Mata’aho said, “We shall be 
eternally grateful for these kind- 
nesses.”

Economy still shaky; Bush vows action 


WASHINGTON — The United States struggled out of recession in the 
spring, but the recovery weakened in the summer and is stumbling further 
now, the government said Wednesday in reports indicating more troubles for 
the economy. 

The Commerce Department reported that the gross domestic product 
edged up at an anemic annual rate of 1.7 percent from July through Septem- 
ber. 

That was significantly below an earlier reported rate of 2.5 percent for the 
quarter, reflecting the fact that consumer spending, which accounts for two- 
thirds of the total economy, was weaker than previously estimated. 

The Federal Reserve said a survey of business conditions around the coun- 
try in October and November “suggested flagging momentum” with consumer 
spending, construction activity and factory production all suffering. 

President Bush pledged to put forward a “new action program” in his State 
of the Union address, which he said would present to Congress a “common- 
sense set of economic reforms.” 

Congress begins hearings on Thursday on a variety of tax cut measures as 
both Democrats and Republicans ready economic stimulus packages in ad- 
vance of the 1992 presidential elections. 

Bush said during a speech to the American Enterprise Institute that “no 
one should be complacent” about the unemployment rate or the economy. 


Bush seeks advice on new chief of staff 


President Bush worked Wednesday toward quickly choosing a new chief of 
staff and leaders of his re-election campaign. 

Republican sources said Transportation Secretary Samuel Skinner was 
Bush’s likely choice to run the White House. 

One day after accepting the resignation of John Sununu, Bush solicited 
recommendations from his inner circle of friends and political advisers. 

Bush appeared intent on moving swiftly to put behind the appearance of 
disarray and confusion that hampered the White House in recent weeks amid 
speculation about Sununu’s fate. 

After alienating many Republicans in Congress and throughout the admin- 
istration, Sununu gave up the fight for his job Tuesday, announcing he would 
step down on Dec. 15. 

Marlin Fitzwater, Bush’s press secretary, said an announcement on Su- 
nunu’s replacement would come as soon as possible. 


Former U.S. Olympic leader quits IOC 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland — Former U.S. Olympic Committee President 

Robert Helmick resigned from the International Olympic Committee on 

. Wednesday, just hours before he faced possible expulsion for alleged ethical 
misconduct. 

As the IOC Executive Board prepared to decide whether he should be 
dismissed, Helmick submitted his letter of resignation to board President 
Juan Antonio.Samaranch. 

“T am taking this action because I believe it is the decent thing to do, and 
because it serves the best interest of the IOC and the United States Olympic 
movement by returning the focus to the programs for athletes,” the letter 
said. 

The move avoided the prospect of an ugly showdown between Helmick and a 
committee that appeared determined to force him out. 

“Tt was the elegant outcome of a very difficult and complex situation,” said 
IOC Vice President Kevan Gosper. 

Helmick had been a committee member since 1985, and a delegate on the 
IOC Executive Board since 1989. 


Gorbachev calls for economic alliance 


MOSCOW — Having recognized Ukraine’s independence, Russia is moving 
quickly to resolve thorny problems like divvying up the Soviet debt, gold and 
hard currency reserves. 

But Russia on Tuesday also suggested that an economic alliance could 
replace the Soviet Union, whose republics remain closely interdependent after 
more than seven decades of central Kremlin control. 

Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, left out of the proceedings and 
further undermined by Ukraine’s weekend referendum approving indepen- 
dence, said Tuesday that ethnic fighting could result if the Soviet Union falls 
apart. ; 

“Things are going from bad to worse,” he said ina statement to parliament. 

Gorbgachey whose power has eroded since the failed hard-line coup against 
him in Atigust, called on the republics to sign’a’néw Union Treaty that would 
includeiécétioriic cooperation but also keep the Kremlin in charge of foreign 
affairs and nuclear weapons.

LOS ANGELES — The ads make “My Girl” look like a sweet and gentle 
comedy, but some parents and children are in their seats before they discover 
the character played by “Home Alone” star Macaulay Culkin dies. 

“This was supposed to be a story of a little girl and a little boy — fun, loving 
and happy,” said Ileen Kaufman of New York. She took her 8-year-old daugh- 
ter, Heather, to “My Girl” based on its cheerful TV commercial, which shows 
the child stars jumping into a lake and sharing a very quick kiss. “We had no 
idea that the little boy would die, that the family lived in a mortuary — that 
was all a surprise,” Kaufman said. Heather was “very upset and very sad- 
dened” by the death, she said. 

Brian Grazer, the movie’s producer, said the death of Culkin’s character was 
intentionally withheld from the preview and other advertising. “That’s not 
what movies are about. You’re giving away the mystery of the movie.” 

However, Columbia Pictures, fearing a greater outcry than what has devel- 
oped so far, did not discourage critics from revealing the death.

Bush must change 
economic negatives 


In addition to helping President 
Bush get his house and campaign to- 
gether, John Sununu’s resignation 
also sent the president some useful 
advice. 

In the five-page letter of resigna- 
tion that Sununu gave to Bush, he 
writes that “In politics, especially 
during the seasons of a political cam- 
paign, perceptions that can be effec- 
tively dealt with at other times can 
be converted into real political nega- 
tives.” 

Sununu may have been listing him- 
self as a negative, but if Bush is seri- 
ous about his re-election bid, he 
needs to address some of those other 
perceptions that will most definitely 
be converted into political negatives 
in the upcoming campaign. 

The first and most obvious “per- 
ception” that is already a political 
negative is the sagging economy 
that, until recently, Bush tried to ig- 
nore. 

Sununu handed Bush his letter of 
resignation while Bush was on Air 
Force One beginning his “economy 
tour.” 

The president said the trip was an 
indication of how concerned he is 
about the “victims of the faltering 
economy.” But his concern should be 
questioned. Bush says this tour is a 
chance for him to listen to and learn 
from the American people, but two of 
his stops were at economic bright 
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spots, places that weathered the eco- 
nomic-downturn surprisingly well. 

It is unfortunate that Bush didn’t 
open his ears and eyes earlier. 

Economic statistics just released 
for October aren’t bright the Com- 
merce Department’s Index of Lead- 
ing Economic Indicators increased 
only 0.1 percent following Septem- 
ber’s 0.1 percent decline, and 
economists warn that the economy is 
in “imminent danger of slipping back 
into recession.” 

Even Republicans are pressuring 
Bush to take care of this big political 
negative. 

Bush might continue his “economy 
tour,” he might have genuine con- 
cern for the people and businesses 
that have been devastated by a slug- 
gish economy, but until Bush takes 
action by outlining and implement- 
ing specific programs for economic 
recovery, the voters may havea hard 
time believing his sincerity.

To the Editor: 

The Deseret News recently (Nov. 26) ran.a 
front-page article titled, “Doomsday Clock 
farthest ever from midnight.” This propagan- 
dist clock obviously only indicates deceived 
perception, not reality. 

The reality is that the United States has 
never been more vulnerable to a Soviet nu- 
clear strike than it is today. We are in a much 
more precarious position today than twelve 
years ago, when Ezra Taft Benson declared 
in an LDS General Conference, “Never be- 
fore has the land of Zion appeared so vulnera- 
ble to so powerful an enemy as the Americas 
do at present. There are some things we can 
and must do at once if we are to stave off a 
holocaust of destruction.” (CR, Oct. 1979, p. 
27) While we are disarming, the Soviets are 
pressing forward in their military build-up at 
an unprecedented rate. Last year they were 
spending a larger percentage of their GNP on 
their military than Hitler did at the rise of 
World War II. This year, the Soviets doubled 
their military budget. 

While discussing parallels between Hitler 
and now, we might recall that Time magazine 
voted Hitler the “Man of the Year,” just be- 
fore he began unleashing his military might 
on surrounding countries. They really pick 
em, don’t they! 

Yesterday, I read the book The Hiding 
Place, by Corrie Ten Boom, in which Corrie 
describes how the Prime Minister of Holland 
made a special broadcast one night telling the 
people that they would not become entangles 
in the war and that they had nothing to worry 
about. That same night, Hitler’s bombers 
pounded her city, and five days later, Holland 
was occupied. 

There are many other historical prece- 
dents we could cite that point to these sober- 
ing realities. An important military doctrine 
was annunciated long ago by Sun Tzu: “When 
at your zenith of strength feign weakness.” 
The Soviet Union is at is zenith of strength, 
militarily; and they definitely appear to be 
weak in other regards. : 

Scriptural prophecies also warn us many 
times about the precise situation we now 
face. Daniel said; concerning a certain latter- 
day tyrant, “By peace shall [he] destroy 
many.” (Dan. 8:25). Paul cautioned, “When 
they shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden 
destruction cometh upon them.” (1 Thes. 
5:3). Amos and Nephi warned, “Woe to them . 
that are at ease in Zion...!” (Amos 6:1; 2°'Ne. 
24). How many times have we been told the 
importance of learning from history? We 
have all these facts staring us in the face. 
How can we be so blind, especially here in

Utah where most of us possess — in addition 
to what other Christians in our nation possess 
— the Book of Mormon and modern prophets 
who have warned us so clearly concerning 
these things? We are like the stubborn 
Nephites in the book of Helaman, who when 
they were given such a warning said, “We 
know that this is impossible, for behold, we 
are powerful, and our cities great, therefore 
our enemies can have no power over us.” 
(Hel. 8:6). They too were blind to the realities 
of history, for the Ammonites, less than sixty 
years before then, were destroyed in a single 
day. They too had retorted to a prophet, “We 
will not believe thy words if thou shouldst 
prophesy that this great city should be de- 
stroyed in one day.” (Alma 9:5) 

No, I don’t think that “doomsday” is fur- 
ther than ever; it is at our doors. As the 
prophets have said so often, we must repent 
and be prepared for the day of tribulation 
that is nigh at hand. Deliverance will come, 
but only to those who will repent.

Clanton said plasma is 90 percent 
water and 8-9 percent protein. It is 
obtained by inserting a needle intra- 
venously and drawing the blood into a 
centrifuge that spins at high speeds. 
This procedure separates the plasma 
from the red blood cells, which are 
then returned to the donor. 

The collected plasma can be used 
for several functions. According to 
Anne Swapp, a certified phleboto- 
mist, plasma is used for operations, 
medicines and experiments to de- 
velop new medicines. 

Clanton said the plasma is tested to 
ensure the safety of the donor and the 
people who will receive it. : 

The amount of plasma that a person 
ean donate depends upon body 
weight, height and the water level in 
the red blood cells. Participants are 
allowed to donate only twice in a

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Accuser testifies in Smith trial 


‘I thought he was going to kill me,’ alleged victim says

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. — A weeping 
woman told a jury Wednesday that William 
Kennedy Smith raped her on the lawn of his fam- 
ily’s estate and said, “I thought he was going to kill 
me.” 

She said she screamed and tried to fight him off, 
but he slammed his body on top of hers and forced 
her to the ground. 

“He had me on the ground, and I was trying to 
get out from under him because he was crushing 
me,” Smith’s accuser said. 

“T was yelling ‘no,’ and ‘stop’ and I tried to get my 
arm out to get him off of me and he slammed it to the 
ground,” she said. “And he pushed my dress up and 
he raped me, and I thought he was going to kill me.” 

The 30-year-old woman’s dramatic appearance in 
court was the first time she had faced Smith since 
the fateful Easter weekend. 

If convicted, Smith, 31-year-old nephew of Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, could be sentenced to 4 1/2 years 
in prison.
